PREPARING THE SURFACE 



Proper smoothing of the 
surface by sanding is of 
major importance. Fin¬ 
ishing accents imperfec¬ 
tions, rather than hides 
them, so the Birch Ply¬ 
wood should be sanded 
carefully with very fine 
flint or garnet sandpaper 
(004 or finer) using a 
sandpaper block. Dust 
off with a tack rag or 
cloth moistened with 
turpentine. 



SEALING THE GRAIN 


Birch being a close- 
grained wood does not 
ordinarily require a paste 
wood filler. However, to 
equalize the overall ab¬ 
sorption of the wood, 
where curly grain is pre¬ 
sent, apply a liberal coot 
of clear sealer. When 
thoroughly dry sand 
again with very fine 
sandpaper. Exposed sur¬ 
faces, such as drawers 
and doors, should be 
sealed both sides and all 
edges. 



CREATING COLOR EFFECT 

Tinting Birch Plywood 
brings out its rich, 
natural grain, and may 
be achieved with stains 
or color-toned sealers. 
For example. White Rez 
tinted with oil colors 
which are readily avail¬ 
able in small tubes will 
provide beautiful blonde, 
bleached or pastel wood 
effects. Oil stoins will 
bleed into the finish coat 
(varnish or lacquer) and 
should be followed by a 
wash coat of white shel¬ 
lac reduced 25% with 
alcohol. This will ensure 
an attractive transparent 
finish and maintain the colour tone which has been applied. When 
dry rub down again with fine steel wool rather than sandpaper. 


BUILDING UP FINISH 

For a final finish two 
or more coats of satin 
varnish or dull varnish 
can be applied depend¬ 
ing on whether you pre¬ 
fer a glossy or dull effect. 

Sand very lightly between 
coats with very fine 
sandpaper. Also clean 
carefully between coats 
with tack rag or cloth 
moistened with turpen¬ 
tine to remove all dust. 

Finish off by rubbing carefully and evenly with fine steel wool which 
has been dipped in paste wax. For a high polish buff with a soft cloth. 



RUBBING AND POLISHING 

To achieve elaborate hand-rubbed 
effects, consult your local paint 
or hardware dealer and follow the 
manufacturer's detailed instruc¬ 
tions very carefully. 

Most paint manufacturers produce 
ready-mixed oil stains in various 
wood tones. Other manufacturers, 
such as Imperial Varnish 
and Color Company 
Limited, manufacture a 
colorizer oil wood stain 
which have attached 
color tubes that are I 
squeezed into the stain base to produce the tone desired. Final 
surface finishing is fully described by these manufacturers. 

MAKE A TACK RAG 

To make sure of a dust free finish the 
tack rag should be carried on the 
finger tips carefully into all corners. 
Soak clean cotton cloth in warm water, 
wring out and sprinkle with turpentine, 
then pour two teaspoons varnish on 
cloth. Twist

The areas to be varnished is first lined-in 
around edge surfoce. Cross brushing "A" 
is done across the grain, applying a full- 
bodied coat. Tipping-off "B’' is done with 
a nearly dry brush, which should just barely 
touch the varnish coat.

Remember that IP. Birch Plywood is a hardwood 
and the toob you use must be sharp. A fine¬ 
toothed saw, eight or ten teeth to the inch, is 
necessary to give a smooth cutting edge. Trestles, 
mitre box, level, plane, sandpaper, square, nail 
punch, measuring tape, etc., are all necessary 
equipment. If you are the lucky owner of power 
tools they make construction of these pieces much 
eosier.
